STORM SWEEPS THROUGH PRIN- 
CIPAL STREETS WRECKING HOUSES

known dead, several tajnred and at

rible toll of a cyclone which swept 
throtiKti the heart of HeaSatSS a |0* 
ulgbt about alx o'eloek.

Snell and Bonnie Aaell. aged 14. 

The Injured are: David Banks, 
banker, thrown from horse and in- 
jured oDont head ; Mrs. K. U. W bit- 
ledge, esraek By fslUair teas aad la- 
lured. 

The patti of the cyclon« seems to 
be only »bout (our blocks wide aud 
abont twelTe blooks long. It seems 
to have bit tbe SltT In tbs lower end 
blowlnK down smokestacks and 
daniaKiiig the tobacco extract works 
and damaitlnK the the Stratman 
Concrete Works. Workmen abroad 
a small steamer, returnlog from 
dam 48, fled to shore abaad of tbe 
•cyclone and Jnst elaared tbe bank 
as It bit. 

Wrsckaice of flrluR baildiuKS was 
about them and Ibeir boat waa blown 
out of the river and high upon tbe 
bank just after they cleared. Along 
Mam street, toward the busiuesB 
diatrict, swept tbe atorm. blowing 
over on alreeS eara.
